The crews of the three 
IL-2&s consisted of officers, whose highest rank was a captain and whose lowest 
ran. was a sub-lieutenant. Source observed these officers for a longer period 25X14 
and determined that they always flew the samplanes.[ sds the of Ficers 
5X1 did not wear insignia cn their flying suits. In 
the afternoon, 10 IL-28s pointing to the west were parked along the railroad line. 
fn additional 12 twin-jet aireraft were pared in fromt of the hangars in the 
northern section of the field. Among the 22 twin=jet planes were two UIL-28s which 
had no auxiliary fuel tanks, while the remaining 20 planes were Mtted with 
auxiliary fuel tacks. Hight additional IL-28 and VIL-28 planes without anxiliary 
fuel tanks were parked between the hanears located in north-south direction and _ 
the woods to the east. Three pround attack planes were observed in front of the

The aircraft avrroached in five squadrons of nine planes each and one formation 
of eight planes. The planes were parked on the sodded lan “ng field avay from 
the runway. The billeting equipment and baggage of this unit arrived on trucks. 
Some of the trucks which passed throurch the entrance gate were loaded with vomb 

' erates and bombs. Some of the bombs were stored in the smi1l woods east of the 
middle hangar of the group of hangars located in a na th-south direction and the 
other portion of the bombs were stored in the ammunition bunker. Each truck was 
loaded with about 30 boxes. 
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21 Uctober, In the morning, an IL~28 rlane eee an UIL-26 25X1 
plane took off fromthe field. Both planes landed after about 


10 minutes Because of rain. Three ground attack planes with the numbers 21, 36, 

and 51 took off about noon and remained aloft for about 35 minutes. The aircraft 

flew in flight wedge formation at an altitude of kG. to 5CC meters. The planes 
individually peeled off to the left and dived at the center of the field at an 

angle of about 35 degrees. They pulled out of dive at an altitude of 80 meters 

and zoomed again. These attacks were repeated several times. 25X14

Vhen air activity was stopped, a tank truck without 
a trailer drove up to each rlane. The hose of the tank tric’: was put into the 

aperture on the upper side of the fuselage, about 30 om aft of the cabin. Three 

men of the tank track crew were engaged in the work. One man stood cn the fuselare 

and put the hose into the aperture, the second man stood on the «ark truck 

controlling a measuring instrument, while the third man stood in front of the 

plane. It took about LU minutes from the moment the fuel truck drew up on front 

of the plane until it moved off away after refuclinz. 


Usually, the crew of the jot bombers consisted of four xen, It was occasionally 
observed that a fifth man occupied the second seat in, the teil gunner's station. 
Uceasionally, oniy three men flew in the jet bombers. 


Smakl rubber cubes, about lh xu x k om, were observed at the wing tips of two 
planes The cubes which were fitted on both 
sides of the hole for the fixing screw of the auxiliary fuel tank, obviously 
were to serve as shock absorbers. 


The personnel of the ground attack “nit were quartered in the billets northwest 
of the former air force ordnance depot. 


Tank trucks refueled the five jet bombers with 
ch were parked in front of the medium hangar of the provp of 


mgars located in north-south direct’ on. These tank trucks were var’ed in the 
garage behind the soxthernmost hangar. Tank trucc[ also belonged to the 25X71 
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ls |Conment. On 20 Uctrber 1952, the ground attack regiment from 
xelnsdorf returned to Jueterbog Altes Luger, Tho number of IL<lOs which 


reportedly landed at the field agrees with the assumed strenrth of the rround 
attack regiment. The bo-oer regiment is still ecuippec with 8 IL~28s, the air 
recormaissance resiment with about 22 twin engine jet bombers including some
